She is 
encouraging all participants in the process of developing the Updated Plan to respond 
to the EIR with their comments. MBIA Board members engaged in an extensive 
discussion with questions and answers about the Plan and the EIR Process. By 
consensus the Board requested the Executive Director to prepare a letter of support for 
the Plan as presented and encouraged the City and LA WA to adopt and implement it as 
soon as possible.

C. Presentation of WTC BID Budget / Cash Flow Report

dated May 15. That document projects a carryover of approximately $ 84,920 at the end 
of the year and provides for a contribution to PATH and the resumption of the Local 
Thunder business promotion project. 

After discussion, Motion Payne; 2 nd Lemmon: “The WBIA Directors hereby approves 
the Expenditure Cash Flow Report for 2014 dated May 15 as presented. ” Unanimously 
approved. 

D. Recommendation to Approve WTC BID Assessment Roll for 2015 with CPI Increase. 

In follow up to the previous item, the Executive Director recommended approval of a 
CPI increase ofl% for all Westchester Town Center BID assessments effective January 
1, 2015.
